A Pretty Hanging Basket. 


'Ella Rodman Church in Good Cheer. 


A particularly rustic and charming effect 


can be produced with the stems of the i grape 
vine and the fine-leaved ivy or woodbine. 
The former should be about as thick aa a 
slender finger, and cut into lengths of ten 
Inches. These pieces should be soaked,iu hot 
water that they may be easily handled; and 
holes can then be mode with a penknifeabout. 
an inch from both ends of tho pieces. A piece- 
of steel hoop is then passed through these 
holes, and the ends burned to make it bend, 
that it may be fastened. The distances should 
be evenly arranged, and another piece of 
hoop passed through the upper ends in the 
same manner—fastening off the steel so as to 
moke the basket thirteen inches in diameter. 
The sticks should be two inches apart; and 
three more pieces of hoop should be put at 
equal distances from top to bottom, that the 
weight of the earth may not split tho sticks. 


Pieces of hoop are then fastened across the 


bottom, and vines o£ the fine-leaved ivy are 
woven around the hoops at the top and bot- 
tom of the basket, and also around the mid- 
dle, not forgetting a long handle, or supporter 
of the same material. 
The. basket should be 


lined with moss, and is then ready to receive 
the earth and plants.' Strong wire may be 
substituted for the steel hoops. 


• House-Plants in Hick-Rooms. 
In a paper read beforo the Pennsylvania 


State Medical society. Dr. J. M. Anders 
spoke of the beneficial influence of plants and 
flowers in sick-chambers. He took the fol- 
lowing position: 


"First, that plants exhale aqueous vapors 


with great rapidity, the rate being carefully 
estimated at one-fourth ounce by weight per 
square foot of leaf surface for twelve diurnal 
hours. Second, through this process of trans- 
piration they have the power to increase the 
humidity of the atmosphere of an apartment 
to any degree that may bo desired, by simply 
regulating the amount of leaf surface. 
Third, that the vapor emitted [from plants is 
most probably changed and medicated to some 
extent-by passing through the plant, and is 
presumed to possess greater sanitary value 
than ordinary humidity. Fourth, recent ex- 
periments by the writer, the results of which 
have not yet been published, render it highly 
probable that flowering plants have the 
power of generating and emitting ozone." 


The doctor recommends to invalids who 


are confined to the house the cultivation of 
plants, not only as a pleasing mental recrea- 
tion, but as healthful in its effects.

"Dress of the Future" Exhibition. 


New York Sun. 


The "Dress of the Future association" is 


now holding its exhibition in London. The 
main idea is to equalize the weight of dress 
upon the body, or rather to shift the burden 
on to those ports of the body best able to bear 
it, and to so fashion tho new garments that 
they shall combine at the waist without any 
compression of it, throwing part of their 
weight upon the hips, but ultimately dependr 
ing for their position upon the shoulders. 
They are to hang loosely—not, however, in 
the manner of the ancient Greek or the 
modern Asiatic, but rather of a Bloomer cos- 
tume of Albanian type. The upper part will 
be gathered in as loosely as possible nt the 
waist, and ba so full as to hang in loose folds 
over the bosom; while the lower consists of a 
short skirt suspended from the bodice, and of 
trousers,'either of the knicberboeker kind 
caught in below the knee with a frill of lace, 
or reaching to the ankles.
